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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Unity and citizens of the town, I here- 
with submit my report as Superintendent of Schools. 


INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF: 

Mr. Harold J. Hall of Claremont was elected to replace Mrs. 
Judith Cross, who resigned to accept a position in Vermont. Mr. 
Hall received his B. S. degree from Northeastern University. He 
gained experience as a cadet teacher in the schools of Needham, 
Mass. Mr. Hall’s work at the Boston Museum of Science has 
enabled him to offer the students of Unity a phase of education 
that has proven stimulating and challenging. 

Earlier this year the Board accepted with deep regret the 
resignations of Mrs. Arthur Nelson and Mrs. John Newman. Mrs. 
Nelson has given 21 years of her teaching career to Unity chil- 
dren; Mrs. Newman, four. Those of us associated with the schools 
are keenly aware of the good work that has been accomplished. 
So many children have benefited by their talents, and are better 
citizens today because of having been instructed by them. Both 
have served the District well; they will not be replaced easily. 


SCHOOL POPULATION: 

The 1968 year ended with 114 enrolled. Mid-year statistics 
for the current term show a growth factor of but three. The in- 
crease is small but one problem persists: The primary unit remains 
overcrowded. As of this writing, 39 students are in the combina- 
tion 1-2 grade. This student-teacher ratio is much too high for 
effective learning to take place. The half-day teacher to relieve 
this situation greatly assists the children but certainly is not the 
ultimate solution. If this trend continues another year, the com- 
munity should seriously consider dividing the first and second 
grade into separate units and employing an additional full-time 
teacher 


CURRICULUM: 

Teachers have been meeting frequently with Mr. Amari to 
study ways of improving the various programs in the school. 

Three important developments have taken place. The school 
is effecting various changes in the reading program in order 
better to provide for the individual needs of the students. This 
will include a regrouping of reading sections and more emphasis 
upon phonics and developing reading skills. 

We hope soon to have in operation a school library located 
in a corner of the auditorium. Operated by volunteer help, it 
would enable many students to have greater access to good books. 
The cooperation of community organizations and interested towns- 
people will be sought. 
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THE SCHOOL PLANT: 

Two projects were completed this past year that should be 
brought to the attention of the townspeople. Installation of fluor- 
escent lighting has been completed; the exterior of the building 
has been painted. Capital investment in the plant has been heavy 
the past three years, but it now appears that all major repairs 
have been carried out. 

Mr. George Dunn replaced Mr. Lake as the school’s custo- 
dian; classroom lights are often burning late in the evening as he 
carries out his responsibilities. Mr. Dunn takes pride in the school 
and his efforts are reflected in the appearance of the building. 


FEDERAL MONIES: 

Federal legislation enacted in 1965 continues to support two 
basic needs of our school system, the part-time teacher and the 
upgrading of our library resources. Both, however, continue to 
decrease in actual funding. 

In its initial year, Title I returned to us $207.94 for each 
eligible youngster; presently we receive $129.68. Title II has de- 
creased $2.27 for each Unity student to $.97 this year. 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION: 

This dedicated group meets frequently to serve the needs 
of the School District. Again this year, they have given many 
hours of their time, often working into the late hours of the eve- 
ning, planning and preparing for a better school system. 

Reflecting on years past, the Board’s primary emphasis has 
been curriculum evaluation and plans for change, continually 
searching for methods and means to upgrade course content and 
improve instructional techniques. _ 

Even though the above is the most important function of a 
board, it is but one of a multitude of tasks and responsibilities 
they accept in that capacity. The Unity Board is striving for, and 
achieving, quality education within the financial resources of the 
community. 


IN RECOGNITION: 

No report of this nature should omit recognition of the many 
groups which have assisted and supported the school in various 
capacities, yet there are so many a list would be cumbersome. 

To the staff and principal, to the nurse and custodian, to the 
Parent-Teacher Group, news media, the Board of Education, and 
the community at large, a very sincere acknowledgment of appre- 


ciation. The year has seen progress made on many fronts because 
of your efforts.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


School began with an enrollment of 113 pupils. 


Mrs. Judith Cross, who resigned to teach in Vermont, was 
replaced by Harold Hall of Claremont, who teaches seventh and 
eighth grades. Mrs. Barbara Underhill returned to teach grade 
two for the morning session, and also tutors a six-year-old child 
of Unity, who is unable to attend school, for an hour each after- 
noon. Mrs. Newman (grades one and two), Mrs. McCullough 
(grades three and four), and Mrs. Nelson (grades five and six) 
also returned. 


Achievement tests were given in October instead of April. 
Following the results of these tests, meetings were held with Mr. 
Amari, teacher consultant, and with members of the Unity School 
Board, and Mr. Waldo to discuss ways of improving our reading 
program throughout the school. It was felt a library was also 
greatly needed. Plans are in progress to build book shelves in 
one part of the auditorium to be used as a school library. Books 
have been secured through Title II, magazine subscription drives, 
and town funds. Some gifts for books have also been received 
and much appreciated. 


Miss Marlene Dunn and George Dunn are doing well as our 
custodians. Miss Dunn is also in charge of the Gra-Y Club that 
meets on Wednesdays after school in the auditorium. Mr. Sanders, 
Sullivan County YMCA Director, visited this group in December. 


Halloween and Christmas parties were held for the children. 
The Parent Teachers Club furnished room mothers and refresh- 
ments for both. Generous gifts and ice cream were again furnished 
at Christmas by the Parent Teachers Club and the Unity 
Women’s Auxiliary of the Firemen. 


During the school year, 15,671 half pints of milk have been 
consumed by the school children. Many children have milk twice 
during the day. The cost of this milk, $940.26, was met by the 
children and the federal government. The children pay three 
cents per half pint and the school is reimbursed for the remainder 
of the cost. The girls from grade six have taken turns doing the 
milk duties. 7 


Our present enrollment is 117.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Unity School Board and the citizens of Unity, 
I herewith submit my annual report as school nurse. 

Examinations given during the school year 1967-68 were 
as follows: Vision tests to all pupils of which two received further 
examination by their family eye specialist; hearing tests to 78 
students of which none were found to be in need of further tests; 
heights and weights taken on 114 students. Color perception tests 
to 31 students; head and skin checks for noticeable health pro- 
blems to all children at several intervals during the school year. 

Tuberculin testing was done to the 18 first grade students, 
none showed a positive reaction to the Heaf Test. 

There were no serious health problems during the school 
year. 

Again I would like at this time to express my sincere appre- 
ciation for the cooperation and assistance given to me by the 
teaching staff at the Unity School. It is always a pleasure working 
with them.
